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Program Notes 
A BAROQUE NOEL 


The Christmas concerto grew out of an Italian folk custom. 
During the Novena, the nine-day period of devotions before 


Christmas, peasants came into the towns to re-enact in 
music the shepherds’ adoration of the Christ-child. Such 


NOTES IN BRIEF 


Arcangelo Corelli was an innovator in at least 
three ways: He was the first composer to 
become famous for exclusively instrumental 
music; the first to owe his renown to music 
publishers; and the first to produce “classic” 
music studied long after his death. His 
“Christmas” concerto, published in 1714, is 
believed to have been performed on Christmas 
eve in 1690. 


Ballet and opera composer Jean-Baptiste Lully 
dominated French Baroque music in the second 
half of the 17th century. Rather than compete with 
Lully, Charpentier followed in his teacher, 


Carissimi’s footsteps and wrote religious music. 
Unlike Corelli, after Charpentier’s death his music 
fell into obscurity because his 551 works were not 
published. Only in the 20th century was his music 
appreciated. 


King Louis XIV often attended the short low 
mass rather than the longer high mass. We, 
therefore, have few masses by French composers 
from his long reign. In addition to Charpentier’s 
Midnight Mass for Christmas, one of his 12 
masses, he also wrote a Magnificat for the 
Vespers service. Charpentier reconciled “art” 
music with popular Christmas music and the 
tradition of the Pastorale, producing an 
atmosphere in keeping with the Nativity. 





performances took place either in front of outdoor 
shrines or inside before paintings or creches. 


CORELLI: “Christmas Concerto” 

A concerto grosso was an archetypical Baroque 
genre in that it pitted a smaller group of 
instruments, the concertino, against a larger 
(grosso) group of musicians added to this group for 
special occasions like Christmas. The twelve 
concerti grossi in Rome-based composer Arcangelo 
Corelli's last opus, number 6, were published after 
his death. Half of the twelve (numbers 5 through 8) 
were composed in the form of the sonata da 
chiesa, the church sonata. The one performed 
today, Op. 6, No. 8—the so-called “Christmas 
Concerto” written perhaps in 1690 for Cardinal 
Ottoboni-follows that form, which is typified by 
abstract, slow movements alternating with fast 
movements. (The remaining concerti grossi, in 
sonata da camera form, were based on dance 
movements.) Despite the name of the form, da 
chiesa, and the fact that these pieces were 
performed in church, this is concert music, as likely 
to be performed on the Spanish Steps as in the 
church Santa Maria in Trastevere. 


This five-movement work begins with a fast 
seven-bar introduction followed by a polyphonic 
Grave. Then follows an Allegro in two parts. 
Another Allegro, the third movement, is framed 
by two Adagios in cantabile (singing) style. The 
two-part Vivace, the fourth movement, is in 
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concertante style, and its allegro contains echo 
effects. The optional last movement, Largo, is 
referred to as the Pastorale, shepherds’ music in 
the rhythm of the Siciliano. The instruments 


imitate bagpipes to provide an outdoor ambience. 


The pianissimo conclusion is perhaps meant to 
suggest the winged departure of angels. 


Although we know little about Marc-Antoine 
Charpentier’s early years, we do know that his 
father was a copyist whose son clearly inherited 
calligraphic skills, evidenced by his script of the 
28 autograph volumes of his works. At 18, 
Charpentier studied in Rome as a pupil of 
Giacomo Carissimi, distinguished for his Latin and 
Italian oratorios. Charpentier would become as 
well known in France as Carissimi was in Italy for 
oratorio writing; he upheld the Italian manner of 
composition in France. 


A close contemporary of King Louis XIV, 
Charpentier nevertheless received very few royal 
commissions. Jean-Baptiste Lully was the favored 
composer by far: He ruled the French stage in both 
ballet and opera. Perhaps because of this, 
Charpentier turned to religious music and the 
church for work. Charpentier was employed 
between 1684 and 1698 as maitre de chapelle by 
the Jesuit church of St. Louis, noted for the 
splendor of its music and décor, on Rue Saint- 
Antoine in Paris. After 1698 he directed the 
children’s choir at the famous Sainte Chapelle,

known for its stained-glass windows. He produced 
important French sacred music, which included 35 
Latin oratorios, six celebrating Christmas. Their 
texts are from the Gospel of St. Luke 2:8-16. 
Charpentier’s Christmas music includes motets and 
arrangement of popular French carols, or noéls. 


CHARPENTIER: In nativitatem Domini canticum 
In the seventeenth century the term “Canticum” 
denoted either a motet or an oratorio. Charpentier 
stayed faithful to his teacher Carissimi’s model. The 
Canticum In Nativitatem Domini (found in his 
handwritten collection, the Mélanges [Mixture of] 
autographes, vol. IX) was set at least four times— 
three of them to almost identical words. All are 
similar in style and three contain a Marche des 
Bergers (March of the Shepherds) that ends with a 
strophic song for choir. Today's In nativitatem 
Domini Canticum, H. 416, has been dated to the 
late 1680s and is scored for chorus, recorders, 
strings, and basso continuo. Charpentier also sent a 
number of French Pastorales on the same subject 
of the birth of Christ. 


CHARPENTIER: Magnificat 

The Magnificat heard today (one of ten 
Charpentier composed) was probably written in 
the early 1670s. The Magnificat is one of the 
antiphons performed at the Divine Office of 
Vespers. Scored for alto, tenor, bass, strings and 
basso continuo, this work was first published in 
Lausanne in 1949. 
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CHARPENTIER: Messe de Minuit pour Noél 

The Messe de Minuit makes use of Christmas carols 
(noéls). Composed for four voices, flutes, and 
violins, the midnight mass is based on ten popular 
French noéls such as “Joseph est bien marié” for the 
first Kyrie; “Or dites-nous Marie” for the Christe; 
“Une jeune pucelle” (second Kyrie); “Les Bourgeois 
de Chartre” and “Ou sen vont ces braves bergers” 
(both in the Gloria), as well as five others in the 
Credo, Sanctus, and Agnus Dei. Charpentier had 
previously transcribed and harmonized these noéls 
for four instrumental parts. In scoring, Charpentier 
often isolates the violins and recorders into a trio 
that alternates with a four-part group. The 
recorders help underline the Pastorale theme. 


The Messe de Minuit, possibly composed during his 
last years at Sainte Chapelle in the 1690s, may have 
been performed at Midnight Mass for Christmas in 
1694. It is one of the few works of Charpentier’s to 
have achieved popularity in the twentieth century. 
Its success derives in part from the fact that the 
noéls he set are still known to the French.

CONTEMPORARY COMMENTS AND 
POSTHUMOUS ACCOUNTS 


In 1689 Angelo Berardi da Santa Agata described 
Corelli as “the new Orpheus of our days, [whose 
compositions] are prized and esteemed.” Hawkins 
later described Corelli as “remarkable for the 
mildness of his temper and the modesty of his 
deportment,” considering how rich and famous 
he was. Corelli is buried in the Pantheon in Rome, 
where, for several years after his death, his 
concertos were performed under its famous 
rotunda. His Op. 6 concertos continued to be 
played well into the 19th century in England. 
Composers who borrowed Corelli’s music include 
Bach, Veracini, Tartini, Rachmaninoff, and Tippett. 
Couperin’s program work, Le Parnasse ou 
Lapotéose de Corelli, depicts Corelli's apotheosis 
and ascent to Parnassus. 


An account published five years after 
Charpentier’s death described his career: “M. 
Charpentier [was] one of the most excellent 
musicians that France ever had. He was the pupil 
of Carissimi [and] it was under this great master 


that he acquired such a rare talent for expressing 
in music the sense of the works, and for moving 
[the listeners]. In Paris, thousands still recall what 
a great impression his music made, quite different 
from music that is admirable only for its harmonic 
beauty, without relation to the text, and even 
more so from that which appeals only by its 
peculiarity. It is true that M. Charpentier, who 
gave precedence to none in Latin [i.e., sacred] 
music, did not succeed so well in French music.” 


Charpentier wrote his own musical Epitaph, 
Epithaphium Carpentarii. In this half-mocking, 
half-serious work, the composer's shadow sings 
of his trails: inadequate pay, rivals (Lully), and 
general misfortunes. “I was a musician, regarded 
as good among the good and as ignorant among 
the ignorant. And since those who scorned me 
numbered more than those who praised me, my 
music brought me little honor but was a great 
burden.”

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Artist Profiles 


John Finney, conductor 





John Finney enjoys an extremely active career as 
conductor of several choral and orchestral 
ensembles in the Boston area. He has been the 
Handel and Haydn Society's Chorusmaster since 
1990, and was named Associate Conductor in 1992, 
directing many of the Society's performances at 
New England Conservatory’s Jordan Hall and at 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Finney is also highly regarded as 


an organist and harpsichordist. His organ playing 
continues to be an integral part of the services at 
the Wellesley Hills Congregational Church, where he 
has served as Director of Music for over 20 years. 
Since 1987, Mr. Finney has been conductor of the 
Heritage Chorale in Framingham. He holds the title 
of Distinguished Artist-in-Residence at Boston 
College, where he is Director of the University 
Chorale and Conductor of the Boston College 
Symphony Orchestra. He tours regularly with the 
University Chorale of Boston College, and has led 
that ensemble in concerts in the major cities of 
Italy, Austria, Ireland, and the Czech Republic. He is 
currently on the faculty of The Boston 
Conservatory, and taught for six years at the 
Academy for Early Music in Bressanone, Italy.
